Editor of the Newport Jfercitry: In ths ar- 
icld published iu tiie Ndwiwrt MKIIOUUV 
of August 9lh, "Newpurt as an English 
Town," wa Haid, iu describing the Blreeta 
ueiir the Court Hnuae, that S|irlui;-st from 
Ann-at to Broad-at wa^ called Itull-st. We 
will now go hick oue hundred and twouty- 
oiie years from our starting poiut iu 17UO, to 
the tiiuo when Haury liull.Iu 1C39, caused 
lo be erected for a residence the two-story 
stone dwelling house, now standing on the 
oust side of spring-st, and directly opposite 
to Stone-street (then called Bull's!

Uraphlc Narrative or the Elpc<HU»B.— 


The Terrible Trip to Cape Sablue nnd 
the Sufoae<intiut Horrors. 


For tho purpose of obtaining some 


Idea of the general nature and proba- 
ble value of the scientific observations 
made by Lieut. Greely at Lady Frank- 
lin Bay an Associated Press agent vis- 
ited the Lieutenant at his cottage on 
Seavey's Island on Saturday after- 
noon. He waa very cordially receiv- 
ed by Lieut. Greely, and when he 
stated tbe object of his visit the Lieu- 
teuant at once willingly consented to 
give all desired information. First, 
said the Lieutenant, let me state the 
object of the Lady Franklin liay ex- 
pedition. Il was purposed lo estab- 
lish al Lady .Franklin Bay a polar sta- 
tion—one of the thirteen suggested b} 
Lieul. Weypecht of Austria, who dis- 
covered Frnnz-Joaef Land. Simulta- 
neous observations of all physical phe- 
nomena were lo be lakon. The com- 
plete programme which was to be fol- 
lowed was arranged by an interna- 
lional polar congress, in which repre- 
sentatives of thirteen nations took 
part. The observations in which tho 
greatest possible accuracy was lo be 
had were those of declination and de- 
viation of the magnetic needle, tem- 
perature of the air and sea, height of 
barometer and mean and maximum 
rise and fall of tides. All explora- 
tions were incidental to the main ob- 
jects of tho expedilion. Tho expedi- 
tion was fitted out under authority of 
an act of Congtoss approved May 1, 
1880. 
The 
parly was composed of 


three officers of tho army, ono Acting 
Assistant Surgeon and nineteen un- 
listed mon, selected by recommenda- 
tion from the ranks of the army.— 


Barometers, hygrometers, Ibeiiunui 
ten, electrometers and all necei*ar 
instruments for taking sciemitlc da' 
and stores for twenty-seven lU'iuih 
were put on board the Proteus for th 
parly.

During the first month the cok 
affected the men more than al 
subsequent limeai Furl Confer. Later 
oo in December the temperature sank 
to from 50° lo 05° below zero, ami 
so remained for days al a lime; but 
even in that weather the cook'd favor- 
le amusement waa dancing, bare 
:icaded, hare-armed aud with tlippBr- 
ed feet, ou the lop of a snowdrift.— 
During tbe day we dressed iu tbe or- 
dinary oulside clothing which a Bos- 
on gentleman wearA during tbe win- 
er, but our flannels wore very heav>. 
Five of the men were generally, fora 
iart of Ibe dav, engaged in scientific 
work, under Lieut. Greek's direc- 
ionB, and in the duties of Ihe camp 
The rest of Ihe men were employed 
generally about one hour a dav and 
levoted the remainder of the time to 
amusement. All »lepl iu bunks and 
he quarters were heated by a large 
coal stove, the average heat mflinlaio- 
:d being 60° below zero. Flaying 
checkers, cards and chess and reading 
were Ihe amusements of tbe evenings. 
Pbe life was said by Lieut. Greely lo 
ie far from a lonely one, and many 
uf the men said they had never pasf- 
ed two happier years than those at 
Fort Conger.

On the trip 
of 1882 Lockwood reached thohlBhosl

nurih tbe ice packs extended as far as 
could be seen wilh a glass.

In Febuarar}, 1883, preperations for 


the re:real were made by establishing 
a depot at Cape Baird, twelve miles lu 
ihe South. Day after day ibe anxious 
men Looked off over Lady Frunkliu 
Bay, expecting tbe ice to open BO thai 
they might commence Iheir journey 
toward borne. A. lartlon Aug. 9,1883, 
the wi.lcorue ne*3 ilia', ibe ice was 
open was brought. A 1 bad been made 
leady, aud ibai very day Ibe party em- 
baiked iu ibe lilile steam launch. Be- 
hind Iheui they Ml their poor dogs, 
because they could nol be laken. Four 


is of pork und some seal oil were 


lef I for tbe pour uuiiuals. Lady Frauk- 
in Bay was crossed lo Cape Bairda, a 
distance of thirteen miles, aud then 
ihe western coast of Griunell Laud 
wua followed south us far as Cape 
lluwkef. Large quaniiiea of ice were 
luel, and extreme was the danger that 
the launcb would every luumeul be 
crucheil. Several times all the boats 
were 1 st. Tbe suffering of the men 
waa «reai. They were nmv within lifty 
milea of Cape Stibiut. Sirikiun from 
Cape flawkes direct fur Bales Uland, 
Ibe party was caught in the ice pack 
tud frozen iu ten tuiles south of (Jape 
liawkes. fu thirteen days Iney drifted 
south twenty-live ruilea on lite floes, 
suffering hurribly from the col i. So 
hey drilled lo wilhiu eleven milea of 
Jape Sabine, aud were obliged to aban- 
don the steam launch on SeplembeilO. 
The puck now remained motionless 
or three days and several limes the 
larty got within two or three miles of 
Jape Sabine only to be driven back by 
outhweat gales. 


Five seals were killed and eaten 


while the party was drifting about. 
Eventually a beavy northwest gale 
drove them by Cape Sabine wilhln a 
mile of Brevoort Island, 
but they

A more accurate ren- 
dering of the passage would bu "an ad- 
versurystood up," etc., and so In this 
passage, an indefinite subject is prefer- 
red by some scholars, and the passage is 
translated, "For one moved David 


them," leaving.nsin ignorance of 


the name of the giver of this advice. 
However that may be, the counsel was 
bail, for it proceeded from a b;ul motive, 


il the work was undertaken for u bad 


purpose; it was doue either to gratify 
the pride of the kinj.; in his growing1 


kingdom aud fast increasing power, or 
to enable him to levy greater taxes or to 
enlist a larger army, or for some other 
purpose not approved I>y Gud. 


No faooner was the work done, 
how- 


ever, than "David's heart smote him,'' 
because of Uis sin In doing that which 
might lead him to trust in liis ow 
sources rather than in the Lord Jehovah 
who had always been the strength ol 
Israel.

How to Make White honp. 


An excellent hard white soap is 


made as follows : Dissolve 0 pounds 
of sal soda and 3 pounds of fresli 
quick lime in 4 gallons of water, 
Pour off the clear liquor and boil it 
with 6 pounds of "clean tallow 01 
rendered mutton suet; boil 
it 20 


minutes and sot away to cool. When 
•cold cut the cake of soap which floats 
on the lye into bars and putiliem 
•away to dry. 
This is a pure soap, 


and as good as the costly imported 
Castile soap. A common but good 
yellow soap is made by adding 3 
pounds of rosin to the lye and boil' 
iDg until this is dissolved. A strong- 
er white soap is made by adding 2 
ounces of borax to the first-mention- 
ed articles.
